Auctions are a significant source 
of income for the nonprofits and 
Elegant Affairs annually contributes 
up to 20 catered intimate cocktail 
parties as auction prizes. These 
prizes often fetch the highest bids 
of the event, generating 100% 
proceeds back to the charity. 
Generosity doesn't necessarily have 
to be a one-way street. Andrea saw 


this as an opportunity to raise funds 
while showcasing her business to 
the winners of the prizes, and of 
course, their lucky guests. Andrea 
said, “the best way to really grow 
your client base is by giving to 
others and showing them what you 
can do.

Andrea receives numerous requests 
for these sought-after cocktail party 
donations and makes a point to 
reciprocate to her clients first. She 
does however have a personal love of 
animals and is a dedicated supporter 
of Last Chance Animal Rescue, 
North Shore Animal League and the 
Southampton Animal Shelter. 


The Hamptons summer season is a 
critical fundraising window for many 
East End nonprofits and Andrea caters 
for the events for the American Heart 
Association, Parrish Art Museum 
and Southampton Hospital. As the 
Covid-19 pandemic decimated the 
events industry, Andrea's ingenuity 
enabled Elegant Affairs to pivot in 
numerous ways.

The Covid-19 pandemic was not 
Elegant Affairs’ first community 
crisis. Andrea was called upon by 
FEMA Disaster Relief following 
Hurricane Sandy, where she and 
her team established a local on-site 
kitchen with food service that was up

MARIJUANA PLANTS GROW AT A FACILITY IN CANADA 
BY TIMOTHY BOLGER 


he Shinnecock Indian Nation plans to build and open 

this year a recreational and medical marijuana retail 
and cultivation facility on the tribe’s reservation in South- 
ampton, tribal leaders say. 

Little Beach Harvest, a tribally licensed medical cannabis 
business, is constructing a full cultivation and processing 
facility, along with a modern dispensary including a drive 
through and an adjacent lounge, which are all slated to open 
in late 2021, the tribe said. 

“We are very excited about resuming construction in the 
next few weeks for Little Beach Harvest,” said Chenae Bull- 
ock, managing director of the dispensary. 

The development came a week after New York State became 
the 15th state in the nation to legalize recreational marijuana 
for adults older than 21 on March 31. The 15 East End towns 
and villages have until December 31 to decide whether or not 
to opt out of allowing legal pot shops in their communities. 

Leaders in the Town of Southampton, where the reserva- 
tion is located, acknowledged that the tribe is exempt from 
any potential opt-out legislation, since the Shinnecock is sov- 
ereign. 

“Tm not surprised,” Southampton Town Supervisor Jay 
Schneiderman told Dan’s Papers. “I was told in the past that 
if recreational marijuana ever became legal in NY, the res- 
ervation would make it available for sale. As the town board 
debates the question of opting out of the sale of marijuana, it 
needs to consider that opting out will not prohibit the sale on 
the reservation, but it will deprive the town of any sales tax 
associated with the sale.” 

The tribe is coordinating with its Cannabis Regulatory 
Division, Little Beach Harvest’s owners, and Chicago-based 
Native American marijuana business advisors Conor Green 
Consulting LLC on adaptation of the tribe’s medical cannabis 
laws for production and sale of adult-use recreational can- 
nabis. 

The tribe authorized Little Beach Harvest to sell medical 
marijuana in 2016, two years after New York legalized can- 
nabis for medicinal use. The development also comes after 
the tribe recently announced plans to build a casino on its 
reservation. 

“Shinnecock is proud to be taking part in this burgeoning 
industry,” the Shinnecock Council of Trustees said in a state- 
ment Tuesday. “The jobs and economic opportunity cannabis 
brings to our nation and people will change lives for genera- 
tions to come.”

Governor Zeldin? East End 
Congressman Declares Run for Gov

fter weeks of toying with the idea, U.S. 

Rep. Lee Zeldin (R-Shirley), made it of- 
ficial on April 8 and announced that he is of- 
ficially running for governor of New York State 
next year. 

Republicans were trying to recruit the 
East End congressman to challenge Gov. An- 
drew Cuomo. But since that story broke, the 
incumbent Democratic governor has. been 
under mounting pressure to resign amid an 
impeachment probe into sexual harassment 
allegations and his administration’s alleged 
undercounting of the coronavirus nursing 
home death statistics, casting a cloud over the 
prospects of a fourth term for Cuomo. 

“I will bring the kind of relentless, fight- 
ing spirit towards helping to save our state 
that Andrew Cuomo only reserves for multi- 
million dollar self-congratulatory book deals, 
cover-ups, abuse and _ self-dealing,” said 
Zeldin, whose campaign launched the website 
ZeldinforNewYork.com. “For many, this feels 
like a last stand to save our state. Losing is not 
an option.” 

The four-term congressman and former 
New York State senator previously made na- 
tional news for his defense of former President 
Donald Trump’s first impeachment inquiry in 
2018. If he won, he would be the first Republi- 
can governor of the Empire State since George 
Pataki left office in 2006. 

The announcement came a day after the 
Nassau and Suffolk GOP leaders declared their 


support for Zeldin’s gubernatorial aspirations. 

“If were going to turn this ship around, 
we need Lee Zeldin at the helm,” said Suffolk 
County Republican Party Chairman Jesse 
Garcia, noting the candidate’s credentials as a 
veteran and former prosecutor. 

“Time and time again, he has delivered for 
Long Island,” said Nassau County Republican 
Party chairman Joseph Cairo. 

State GOP Chairman Nick Langworthy is 
keeping his options open. 

“Lee Zeldin would make an excellent 
governor,’ Langworthy said in a statement. 
“The New York Republican Party’s number 
one goal is to elect a Republican Governor in 
2022. We have been planning and preparing 
day and night to run and win. At our NYGOP 
County Chairs meeting on April 19, we look 
forward to hearing from Congressman Lee 
Zeldin and others who will seek the nomina- 
tion for governor and other important state- 
wide offices.” 

New York State Democratic Chairman Jay 
Jacobs issued a statement in response. 

“New Yorkers will never elect a Republican 
like Lee Zeldin who has continued to tie him- 
self tightly to Donald Trump, QAnon conspira- 
cy theories, and who has continued to support 
the ‘Big Lie’ that the presidential election was 
stolen from Donald Trump and that Joe Biden 
is not legitimately in office,” said Jacobs, who 
previously called on Zeldin to resign for voting 
against certifying Biden’s electoral win. “Not 
only will he never serve as our governor, he 
doesn’t even deserve to serve in Congress.” 
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Quogue Producer Scott Rudin Accused 


of Abusing Staff 


PRODUCER SCOTT RUDIN HOLDS HIS GOLDEN GLOBE FOR THE HOURS

roducer, Baldwin native, and Quogue 
‘& homeowner Scott Rudin, one of the most 
powerful people in Hollywood, has been ac- 
cused of physically abusing his assistants over 
the years, according to an exposé in The Hol- 
lywood Reporter. 

Former employees of Rudin told the publi- 
cation that an assistant was taken to a hospital 
after the producer allegedly smashed a laptop 
on the worker's hand, another employee was 
hospitalized after suffering a panic attack fol- 
lowing one of Rudin’s tirades, and others said 
objects he threw at staffers included a tea cup, 
glass bowl, a stapler, and a baked potato. 

“Everyone just knows he’s an absolute 
monster,’Caroline Rugo, a former executive 
coordinator for Rudin, told THR of witnessing 
the producer’s violent outbursts, including the 
one that ended in a panic attack. 

Rudin’s former assistants mostly kept mum, 
fearing it would ruin their careers if they spoke 
out. But some broke their silence last week 
and called out his alleged abuse and bullying 
in which he routinely screamed insults at his 
staff. In response, the entertainment industry 
largely remained silent and since he owns his 
own production company, he can’t be fired. 

“It’s not an easy thing to do to come forward 
and say that you’ve been abused. So to just turn 
a blind eye, I think is very hypocritical,” actor 
Mauricio Martinez, who was disheartened by 
the lack of response to the story, told The As- 
sociated Press. “When we're all reexamining 
the power structures and all the inequities, 
there’s just some things that we cannot enable 
and stay silent about.” 


The reason Hollywood 
continues to look the other 
way may be that Rudin is 
one of the few in the indus- 
try to win an Emmy, Gram- 
my, Oscar, and Tony award. 
Among his many credits 
are Oscar-winning films No 
Country for Old Men, Lady 
Bird, and The Girl with the 
Dragon Tattoo. 

He’s also helping pro- 
duce the NY Pops-Up series 
meant to jumpstart the in- 
dustry after the coronavirus 
pandemic. Representatives 
for Gov. Andrew Cuomo— 
who's currently facing im- 
peachment hearings due 
to alleged sexual harass- 
ment—did not respond to 
a request for comment on 
Rudin. Neither did Rudin’s 
representatives. 

Rudin left Long Island after graduating 
high school and started his career on Broad- 
way, where he founded a casting office before 
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- moving to Hollywood at age 21 and working 


his way up the ranks at Fox. © 

“I was a Jewish kid from Long Island who 
didn’t want to be a Jewish kid from Long Is- 
land,” Rudin told The New York Times. 

THR‘s story wasn’t the first public airing of 
Rudin’s antics. The Times story, which ran in 
1993, also asked the producer about question- 
able dealings with his staff. A profile of Rudin 
headlined “Boss-Zilla!” that ran in The. Wall 
Street Journal termed him “the most feared 
boss in Hollywood” and reported that he had 
been though at least 119 and more than 250 
assistants as of 2005. A Page Six story in 2014 
that dubbed him “Hollywood's biggest a-hole” 
claimed he keeps a box of spare phones be- 
cause he’s thrown so many at assistants. 

While none of the celebrities who’ve worked 
with Rudin responded to the latest story alleg- 
ing years of physical abuse, other big names 
weighed in. 

“Dear Hollywood, YOU MUST CLEAN 
HOUSE,” tweeted outspoken Charmed ac- 
tress Rose McGowan, who has alleged she was 
a victim of convicted rapist Harvey Weinstein, 
who denies assaulter her. “If you are profiting 
from known monsters YOU are a monster. 
And to all you chicken**** celebs I promise 
this, if you do not start blowing your goddamn 
truth whistles you will fade away. We see you. 
The time is now.”

WHB Student 
Sits for Pledge, 
Stirring Debate

A 16-year-old Westhampton Beach High School 
sophomore remained seated while her classmates 
recited the Pledge of Allegiance on April 9, reigniting the 
debate over students’ First Amendment right to protest. 

Later the same day, the school district’s superintendent 
issued a statement to the community calling for unity af- 
ter a short video of the student sitting for the pledge was 
posted to the social media app TikTok, sparking racist 
comments in response. 

“Although we might not always agree with others’ 
viewpoints, we need to respect individuals, their differ- 
ences, and their freedom of expression,” Superintendent 
Michael Radday said in the statement. “Our district does 
not tolerate racism, cyberbullying or unkind words or 
actions. We teach our students the value of diversity and 
respect for all.” 

The U.S. Supreme Court ruled in 1943 that public 
school students have a constitutional right to refuse to 
salute the American flag or say the pledge, but the issue 
remains controversial among some nearly 80 years later. 

In 2017, two Copiague High School teachers sparked 
controversy by kneeling during the pledge on the day for- 
mer President Donald Trump was inaugurated, the Long 
Island Press reported. Later the same year, a Uniondale 
High School teacher was removed from the classroom 
after posting online that he failed two students years 
prior for sitting during the pledge, WABC-TV reported. 

In the latest debate, the student, Kylah Avery, wrote 
a letter to Newsday explaining her motivation for the 
protest. é 

“I find it wrong to stand and pledge my allegiance to a 
country that doesn’t see me as an equal due to my Native 
American heritage, my African heritage and my gender,” 
she wrote. “Additionally, the pledge also mentions ‘under 
God, which I see as disrespectful to all of the individuals 
who either don’t believe in God or just aren’t Christian.” 

While Radday noted “mixed reactions,” Avery wrote 
that she has also received messages of support in addi- 
tion to the criticism. 

“We must engage in difficult conversations and uncom- 
fortable experiences to move forward as a community 
and country,” Radday said. “We must live by the golden 
rule: to treat people the way we want to be treated.”

Car Crushers in Sag Harbor, Toll Booths at the Canal & Alois From Another las

s you probably have heard by now, both East 

Hampton and Sag Harbor will install paid 
parking in their lots downtown this summer. And 
Southampton may soon follow. The money raised in 
both East Hampton and Southampton, if it happens 
there, is to be used to install a sewage treatment 
system. But Sag Harbor already has such a system 
in place — it was put in back in the 1970s — so one 
wonders what Sag Harbor will use the parking lot 
money for. 

According to the usually reliable sources who at- 
tend the closed-door meetings in Sag Harbor, the 
village is considering using the money to seize the 
_ ears of the scofflaws who ignore the parking fees as 
another way of reducing the parking problem. The 
village has already bought a car crusher, they Say, 
the kind they use in junk yards to flatten old cars. 
The car crusher would be set up in the vacant field 
behind the post office where that giant gas ball — 
a town landmark — used to sit before it got taken 
away. What to do with that property is currently 
under discussion and will probably not get resolved 
anytime in the near future, so the car crusher should 
work just fine there until we run out of cars. 

The flattened cars, by the way, will have a second 
use. When stacked up on that site and filled in with 
dirt, the village can raise up that low-lying area 
which currently floods whenever we have a hard 
rain. 

It’s true that car crushers can be noisy. But it will 
be nothing compared to two particular years in the 
1980s when the village voted to allow strong young 


men — mostly the grown children of environmen-

talists — to roam the streets of Sag Harbor with 
sledgehammers smashing up cars at random to thin 
the herd of parked cars here. Ask an old-timer about 
how noisy that was.

While Sag Harbor is going its own way to solve 


the parking problems, the Town of Southampton is 


considering other ways to solve the parking prob- 
lem. They’ve gone into their storage building at the 
Southampton town campus in Hampton Bays and 
dusted off the four tollbooths that operated briefly in 
the 1990s at the Shinnecock Canal. For just one year, 
tollbooth operators charged $10 tolls for all cars and 
trucks coming to the Hamptons except for BMWs, 
Mercedes-Benzes and Audis, which were waved 
through for free. 

The plan now is, using the much newer technol- 
ogy, to charge tolls to all cars and trucks based upon 
their current value. With radar guns reading license 
plates, they can instantly determine the values with 
a hookup to the Kelley Blue Book car website, learn 
the value of the vehicle in question and charge tolls 
accordingly — $3 for Toyota Corollas, $5 for a Ford 
F-150 pickup, $10 for an SUV and $100 for Teslas 
and Lamborghinis, It’s kind of a reversal of the old 
system that let in the expensive cars, but we've got 
a Democrat for president now and it seems more 
appropriate. It’s really up to Southampton Town 
Supervisor Jay Schneiderman, who we are told has 
been in discussion with Biden.

sending radio waves, radar signals and light beams 
out into space. It sent out messages such as “Hello, 
hello, anybody out there?” and then waited for re- 
plies, which were never heard.

EAST END CAR DEALERSHIPS ARE FEELING UNIQUE AFFECTS OF THE PANDEMIC ECONOMY

E ast End drivers shopping for new 
vehicles are having a harder time 
navigating the market amid both halt- 
ing auto manufacturing and rising 
demand from increased year-round 
residents who fled the coronavirus 
pandemic. 

Demand is up not only from New 
York City residents who decamped to 
the Hamptons and the North Fork to 
escape COVID-19 last year, but also 
pre-existing year-rounders such as 
contractors seeking new trucks to ful- 
fill extra work orders. Supply is down 
as automakers are cutting production 
due to a global microchip shortage 
rippling through the manufacturing 
sector since factories were halted dur- 
ing the first wave of the coronavirus 
in March 2020. The converging forces 


are racing toward a collision course for 
the region’s car dealerships—one that 
appears destined to get worse before it 
gets better and may not be resolved for 
weeks, at best. 

“I was down to five cars at one point,” 
says Rich Mullen, owner of Mullen 
Motors in Southold, one of several car 
dealers across the Twin Forks reported 
seeing similar trends of typically Sub- 
way-dependant city transplants need- 
ing a new set of wheels to get around. 
“It’s almost like it’s summertime year 
round. You don’t get that lull anymore.” 

Revved-up auto sales are among the 
skyrocketing demand for everything 
from food to real estate across the East 
End economy, which is adjusting to the 
influx of new residents over the past 
year. But compounding the issue for 
the car lots is the limited inventory. 

“March auto sales are shaping up to 


meet or exceed pre-COVID levels,” IHS 
Markit analyst Chris Hopson told Re- 
uters. “The big rebound from the prior 
month was assisted by stimulus and 
any pent-up demand from weather im- 
pacts in February. However, the stron- 
ger sales results are bumping against 
ongoing production issues, creating 
what could be a volatile demand envi- 
ronment over the next few months.” 
Higher demand and tight supply has 
allowed automakers to raise prices in 
the United States, with the average 
price of a new vehicle reaching $37,314 
in the first quarter, up nearly $3,000 
from a year earlier and over $4,000 
higher than 2019, auto consultancies 
J.D. Power and LMC Automotive said. 
Fueling demand beyond Long Island 
are rental car companies nationwide 
looking to restock while bracing for a 
recovery in the travel and tourism in-

dustries. 

The Alliance for Auto Innovation, 
a U.S. auto industry group, on April 
5 urged the government to help as 
it warned the global semiconductor 
shortage could result in 1.28 mil- 
lion fewer vehicles built this year and 
disrupt production for another six 
months. The group represents nearly 
all major automakers with factories 
in the United States including General 
Motors Co., Ford Motor Co., Volkswa- 
gen AG, Toyota Motor Corp. and Hyun- 
dai Motor Co. 

Some funding should “be used to 
build new capacity that will support 
the auto industry and mitigate the 
risks to the automotive supply chain 
evidenced by the current chip short- 
age,” the group’s chief executive, John 
Bozzella, wrote. 

Automakers have been hit particu- 
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larly hard by the chip scarcity after 
many cancelled orders when auto 
plants were idled during the coro- 
navirus pandemic. When they were 
ready to recommence_ production, 
they found that chipmakers were 
busy fulfilling orders for the con- 
sumer electronics industry which has 
seen demand for premium devices 
—both for work and leisure—boom 
as people spent more time at home. 
General Motors Co. and Ford Motor 
Co. are among the big carmakers 
who said they would scale down pro- 
duction, joining other automakers 
including Volkswagen AG, Subaru 
Corp., Toyota Motor Corp. and Nis- 
san Motor Co. 

President Joe Biden met with ex- 
ecutives from major companies on 
April 12 to discuss the chip short- 
age, which spurred Intel Corp to an- 
nounce it plans to make chips for car 
plants at its factories in the next six 
to nine months. During the meeting, 
Biden said he had bipartisan support 
for legislation to fund the semicon- 
ductor industry. He previously an- 
nounced plans to invest $50 billion 
in semiconductor manufacturing 
and research as part of his drive to 
rebuild U.S. manufacturing under a 
$2 trillion infrastructure plan. Biden 
and his top advisers view the semi- 
conductor shortage as a “top and im- 
mediate priority,’ the White House 
said after the meeting. 

Sanctions against Chinese tech 
companies have further exacerbated 
the crisis. Severe winter weather in 
Texas has also forced Samsung Elec- 
tronics Co Ltd, NXP Semiconductors 
and Infineon to shut down factories 

temporarily. Infineon and NXP are 
major automotive chip suppliers, 
and analysts expect the disruptions 
to add to the shortfalls in the ailing 
sector. Automobiles have become 
increasingly dependent on chips for 
everything from computer manage- 
ment of engines for better fuel econo- 
my to driver-assistance features such 
as emergency braking. 

Originally concentrated in the 
auto industry, the shortage has now 
spread to a range of other consumer 
electronics, including smartphones, 
refrigerators and microwaves. With 
every company that uses chips in 
production panic buying to shore up 
stocks, the shortage has squeezed ca- 
pacity and driven up costs of even the 
cheapest components of nearly all 
microchips, increasing prices of final 
products. 

On the East End, the car crunch 
is having a ripple effect among some 
home improvement contractors who 
need trucks to meet increased calls 
for repairs and renovations as more

people are spending added time in 
their houses. 

“The trades are so busy,” Tom Otis 
Jr., vice president of Otis Ford in 
Quogue, says, noting he’s operating 
at about 50% normal capacity. “We’re 
selling a lot of commercial stuff.” 

The service departments at local 
dealerships are similarly feeling the 
pinch. With more year-rounders on 
the road, there’s more cars in for re- 


pairs, but the inventory shortage in- 
cludes both vehicles and parts. 

“Parts delays have been a serious 
problem on the service side,” Otis 
says, adding that this is an issue for 
all makes, not just Ford. “A truck is 
just a bunch of parts put together, so 
not being able to get vehicles is the 
same as a parts delay for an A/C con- 
denser component.” 

If the suppliers were able to get 


more vehicles to the local lots, sales 
would surely spike higher. The issue 
is unlikely to offer a silver lining by 
easing the perennial traffic jams that 
snarl East End roads each summer. 
But some car lot owners are drawing 
on their sales training and spinning 
the development as a positive. 

Says Mullen, “It’s better than hav- 
ing a million cars that nobody wants!”

tects in 2017, has just been listed with Brown 
Harris Stevens’ Timothy O’Connor. Located less 
than one block from the ocean beach in Amagan- 
sett and surrounded by a nature preserve, the home 
at 159 Atlantic Avenue is being offered at $9.95 
million. 

O’Connor says the home is inspired by the seaside 
setting. “Although completely modern in its aes- 
thetic and construction, the home is directly tied to 
local history—inspired in part by the nearby historic 
Life Saving Station, used for generations to provide 
lookout and rescue boats for shipwrecked sailors,” 
he says in the listing. 

The 3,000-square-foot house plus a separate 
guest cottage offers five bedrooms and seven total 
baths. “The main house is infused with natural light, 
with glass walls surrounding nearly the entirety of 
the central living space on the second level,” accord- 
ing to the listing. 

The open layout for the living room, dining room 
and kitchen all feature European white oak floors 
and ceilings with exposed steel beams. 

The chef’s kitchen is a minimalistic space with

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Invites Readers into Lilyville

he shelves of local bookstores are 

packed to the brim with the mem- 
oirs of the rich and famous—movie 
stars, talk show hosts, politicians, 
business moguls, fashion designers, 
celebrity YouTubers, you name it—each 
eager to share their life story, expand 
their personal brand and hopefully 
add “bestselling author” to their social 
media profiles. When approached by 
United Talent Agency literary agent 
Albert Lee to write her own memoir, 
however, Broadway and _ television 
star Tovah Feldshuh couldn't shine 
the spotlight solely on herself, she 
felt called to share it with the woman 
whose applause meant more to her 
than anyone else’s—her late mother 
Lillian “Lily” Kaplan Feldshuh. Part 
biography, part memoir, and written 
in the form of a play, Lilyville: Mother, 
Daughter and Other Roles I've Played 
is a one-of-a-kind book about “the 
agony and the ecstasy of the mother- 
daughter relationship,” as well as the 
backstage secrets and on-set surprises 


that come with an acting career as im- 
pressive as Feldshuh’s. 

According to Feldshuh, she chose to 
write her memoir as her mother’s bi- 
ography as a way to honor and share 
her long, incredible life story. “My 
mother had died and lived to over 103 
and had this extraordinary journey, 
and I wanted to make what she had to 
give me—her wisdom, her cost of wis- 
dom, and her wit—to the planet. Also, 
I wanted my mother to live forever. 
Don’t we all?” Feldshuh says. “I said to 
myself, ‘Wow, maybe I can hit the uni- 
versal; hit the common river of human 
experience by going into the mother- 
daughter or the parent-child relation- 
ship. We you all have parents as homo 
sapiens and most of us have children, 
some don’t, but that’s a primal topic 
that might have wider appeal rather 
than doing just a celebrity autobiogra- 
phy, and there are millions of them.” 

She continues, “I wrote the book not 
to be peripheralized. I wrote the book 
that America should benefit more from 
the brilliant Chinese tradition of hon- 
oring the elder, that the elder is held in

esteem, and that’s one of the reasons 
my mother lived to 103—she became 
the center of the Kaplan-Feldshuh 
clan.” 

The book eloquently contrasts the 
bold Feldshuh and the quiet Lily and 
delves into the circumstances that 
shaped these strong Jewish Ameri- 
can women in two starkly different 
moments in history. “The reader 
gets a rich tapestry of what my life 
looked like with my mother and what 
the history of the American—in this 
case, Jewish—woman looked like 
from 1911 to 2021. That’s 110 years of 
American evolution of the American 
woman,” Feldshuh explains. “We 
were born 40 years apart—that’s two 
generations—so there wasn’t a gen- 
erational divide, there was a genera- 


tional chasm. She was born before 
women’s suffrage, before World: War 
I, lived through the Spanish flu. She 
grew up in the Roaring ’20s. She was 
able to weather the complete stock 
market crash; she worked her way 
through NYU, put herself through 
college, the Great Depression, meet- 
ing my father, eloping with my father 
secretly then two years later an- 
nouncing their engagement and get- 
ting married again on the rooftop of 
the St. Moritz, and, of course, World 
War II, when my father was drafted 
into the United States Army at 32.... 
I came from a different place; I came 
during the second wave of women’s 
liberation.” 

Just as Feldshuh was beginning to 
write her premiere memoir, COVID 
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put the world on pause, “but.a writer 
doesn’t have to stop,” she notes, add- 
ing that she and husband Andrew 
Harris Levy quarantined at their 
Quogue home in spring 2020, giv- 
ing her a serene location to focus on 
writing. “COVID collaborated and 
gave me time to solely work on this 
book.” 

Upon completing her memoir, 
Feldshuh’s editor commented that, 
‘This isn’t a book, which nearly gave 
the first-time author a heart attack, 
she says. As she was trying to rework 
the memoir, a friend suggested writing 
from what she knows best, and so the 
book inevitably became a play told in 
three acts. Scenes replace chapters, an 
overture replaces the prologue, a cast 
party replaces the acknowledgements, 
and so forth. She describes the change 
as “epiphanous.” 

The book begins with some 
insightful family history, detailing 
the origins of mother Lily, father 
Sidney and other key members of 
the Kaplan-Feldshuh family tree. 
Feldshuh describes the process of 
researching her history as “a joy,” 
adding, “It was a gift, and it’s a gift, 
as we say in Hebrew, Idor uvdor, from 
generation to generation that my 
children and my grandchildren who 
have Lily. inside of them, will honor 
her memory.” 

As Lilyville progresses, the intrica- 
cies of Feldshuh and Lily’s complex 
relationship become evident, with 
each utterance of mother’s “Don’t 
be ridiculous,” or “Don’t be selfish,” 
met with reflective analysis from a 
now-adult daughter who has come 
to better understand her mother’s in- 
tentions. “It reveals the possibility of 
making a relationship right after years 
of—I won't say discord—but miscom- 
munication,’ Feldshuh says. 

In addition to the mother-daughter 
relationship at the heart of Lilyville, 
the book also offers an exclusive look 
into Feldshuh’s roles in TV series 
Crazy Ex-Girlfriend and The Walk- 
ing Dead, Broadway productions Pip- 
pin and Yentl, and the longest running 
one-woman Broadway show, Golda’s 
Balcony. Readers will also be treated 
to snapshots of Feldshuh’s encoun- 
ters with Barbra Streisand, Viggo 
Mortensen, Liev Schreiber, Cybill 
Shepherd, Patti LuPone, Ruth Gordon, 
Garson Kanin, Nobel Laureate Isaac 
Bashevis Singer and the late Supreme 
Court Justice Ruth Bader Ginsburg.

Pitch Perfect Craft Beer in Riverhead 
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BY BERNIE KILKELLY 


Vv isitors to craft breweries can 
sometimes wrongly think they 
are seeing double, especially after 
a few pints of an imperial ale. But at 
Twin Fork Beer Co., which opened 
in Riverhead last October, custom- 
ers would not be mistaken if they ran 
into the founders and owners, who are 
identical twin brothers Dan and Peter 
Chekijian. 

Dan and Peter grew up in the River- 
head area and the brewery’s name is a 
triple homage-to the two forks of the 
East End, to the twin brothers and to 
the tuning fork used to tune musical 
instruments. Dan and Peter’s father, 
who taught college chemistry and 
owned and operated his own manu- 
facturing facility, was also a classical 
pianist. The twins learned to play mul- 
tiple instruments as they grew up and 
have a younger brother who is now a 
professional musician. 

“We use the tuning fork in our logo 
and in our distinctive tap handles to 
show our love and respect for music,” 
says Peter. ; 

After pursuing a variety of jobs in 
manufacturing, sales and wine im- 
porting, Peter decided to explore the 
emerging craft beer industry on Long 
Island. He started homebrewing in 
2008 and joined the Brewers East 
End Revival homebrew club. 
“T learned a lot there,” Pe- 
ter says, “and really en- 
joyed the camaraderie 
of the group.” Peter then 
interned at Long Ireland 
Beer Co. in Riverhead 
to deepen his brewing 
knowledge and skills, and 
his brother joined him in the 
dream of starting their own brew- 
ery. 

The brothers took the leap in 2014 
and founded Twin Fork Beer Co., 
contract brewing their beers at local 
breweries. They wanted to be part of 
the craft beer boom in Riverhead that

has now resulted in the town having 
the most craft breweries of any town 
on Long Island. 

In 2017, they unveiled plans to build 
a brewery from the ground up on 
an undeveloped lot on Raynor 
Avenue. After getting through the per- 
mitting process, they broke ground 
in fall 2018 on an 11,480-square-foot 
facility with a 20-barrel brewhouse, 
cold storage for distribution and a 
tasting room taking up about 10% of 
the space. 

The expanded production capac- 
ity of their new brewery will enable 
Twin Fork to continue expanding self- 
distribution of cans and kegs across 
Long Island, throughout New York 
City and into the Hudson Valley. Twin 
Fork’s beers have names that also play 
tribute to musical terms, including 
the flagship Chromatic Pale Ale, Cre- 
scendo IPA, Minuet Session IPA and 
Sonata, a Kolsch-style lager ale. Sea- 
sonal beers include rich Legato Stout 
in the winter, Harvest Notes amber ale 
in the fall, and the soon to be released 
Summer Notes ale. 

Before opening in October 2020, 
the brewery received a variance from 
the Riverhead zoning board to ex- 
pand their tasting room space to 1,650 
square feet, to provide more space 
for social distancing during the pan- 

demic. Savannah Kurz, tasting 
room manager, says the 
brewery’s priority is the 
health and safety of its 
customers and employ- 
ees. “We have an out- 
door area with picnic 
tables that was great 
‘to use on warmer days,” 
notes Kurz, “and we look 
forward to opening that up 

again this spring.” 

Twin Fork participated in several 
events for Long Island Winterfest 
2021, including hosting live music at 
the brewery and pouring beers at a 
Winter Beer Fest held at the Long Is- 
land Aquarium.

Twin Fork held its first annual St. 
Patrick’s party on March 13 and Kurz 
declared it a success. “We were only 
able to sell 50 tickets due to capacity 
restrictions but the party went really 
well, and we look forward to having 
more events.” 

Kurz also says Twin Fork will soon 
have its own permanent food truck at 
the brewery. The menu has not been 


finalized yet, but we can be sure that 
Twin Fork will have food that is in per- 
fect harmony with its beers.

Ingredients: 1 cup olive oil, 4 large squid 
(cleaned), 1 lb nettles (or any other seasonal green), 
1 onion (finely chopped), 2 tablespoons capers, 1 
tablespoon dill, 1 tablespoon parsley, 1 tablespoon 
Greek oregano, 5 oz. Anthotiro (ricotta cheese), 2 
cups canned tomatoes, 1 lemon, salt and pepper 

Directions: 1. Preheat the oven to 350°F, 
and brush an oven-proof dish with oil. 2. 
Chop the squid tentacles and lightly sauté in 
a pan with the onion. 3. Blanch the nettles 
for four minutes in boiling water and take 
out in ice water. 4. In a bowl, mix the ten- 
tacles, onion, nettles, capers, dill, Anthotiro 
cheese. 5. Stuff the squid with the mixture and 
close using a toothpick. 6. Set the stuffed squid in the 
oven-proof dish and cover with tomatoes, oregano 
and olive oil. 7. Bake for 15 minutes. Before serving, 


add the parsley and a good squeeze of lemon juice.

Breathes New Life into Southamy O 


Villages Sunnymede Estate

¢¢t has the charm of being this old-world 
L house but brand new,” says Douglas 
Elliman Real Estate’s Michaela Keszler, who 
shares the listing with Terry Thompson, 
Paulina Keszler and Robert Rosa. “It’s 
spectacular.” 

The grand home with its two-tiered 
veranda and wraparound porch harken 
back to when wealthy families went to their 
summer cottages to cool down from the 
ocean breezes. 

For $17.495 million, a family could once 
again enjoy the summer at Sunnymede. 

The current owners worked closely with 
well-known architect John David Rose on 
the project. Rose’s Southampton-based 
firm is known for its interest in historic 
preservation and renovation. 

Keszler, who deals mostly with high-end 
homes, sees a lot of renovations, but few 
compare to this. 

“There was no cost spared and it was 


done for an owner who loves old houses and 
wants to put the life back into this one,” she 
says. 

In 1887, the noted architect Robert 
H. Robertson designed Sunnymede as 
“a summer cottage’ for his in-laws, Dr. 
Thomas M. and Charlotte Markoe, who had 
purchased the then-approximately-eight- 
acre parcel, according to the book, The 
Southampton Cottages of Gin Lane. The 
Markoe family was one of the oldest and 
wealthiest families in Quaker Philadelphia, 
and Dr. Markoe was an accomplished 
physician and professor of medicine, known 
throughout New England. 

Robertson, by the way, also designed 
the Hammersmith Farm in Newport, 
Rhode Island, and the Southampton 
building that formerly housed the Rogers 
Memorial Library. These two examples of 
his work, along with Sunnymede, are all 
representative of the Gilded Age style. 


Situated on a corner lot, 
Robertson designed the primary 
gables on Sunnymede to point 
toward the southwest corner of 
the house, an asymmetry that is 
typical of its Queen Anne influence. 
Sunnymede’s architecture uses its 
corner location to take advantage 
of the view and the breezes coming 
off the nearby water “surely make 
it as enjoyable a habitat today as it 
was one hundred years ago,” wrote 
the Cottages authors. 

“The entry porch wraps around 
the southwest corner of the home 
and is accented with bracketed 
columns from chamfered edges 
native of the Stick style,” they wrote. 

The craftsmanship is still intact to 
this today, even after the home had 
fallen into disrepair, fumbles were 
made on previous additions under 
different ownership and the major 
renovation that was undertaken a 
few years ago. 

With Rose at the helm, making 
sure it was in keeping with the 
home's historical roots took center 
stage. Every detail was considered, 
from moldings to floorboards, in 
order to keep the old-world charm 
alive, while also installing top-of- 
the-line amenities. 

Work included the restoration of 
the existing stained-glass windows, 
original exterior and interior trim, 
including the ornamental main stair 
and fireplace mantels, according to 
a write-up for an honorary award 
the project received from AIA

Peconic, the East End’s chapter 
of the American Institute of 
Architects, in 2018. 

“The new addition and the 
existing home were carefully 
melded together in a timeless 
fashion so one cannot readily 
distinguish the work of 1887 and 
the new work done in 2017,” the 
AIA said. 

The 6,600-square-foot house was 
lifted off its original foundation to 
make way for a poured concrete 
foundation before it was moved 
back. 

“The building envelope was 
updated to exceed the current 
energy conservation requirements,” 
the group said. “All interiors meet 
the living standards available for 
a luxury home of 2018 with Smart 
Systems, fire sprinklers, security 
system and mechanical systems. 
The house achieves this level of 
quality and comfort, while retaining 
the characteristic and look of a time 
gone by.” 

Located in Southampton’s estate 
section, just one block from the 
ocean beaches and the shops and 
restaurants, it is “a triple A location,” 
Keszler says. 

Two front entry automated 
gates open to the stone and 
blacktop driveway and reveal lush 
landscaping and specimen trees 
on a professionally lit one-acre 
property. An oversized Dutch door 
on the wraparound porch leads to 
9,000 square feet of living space 


spread out over four floors—three 
stories plus basement, something 
that would not be allowed under 
current codes. There is an ocean 
view from the top two floors, Keszler 
notes. 

All four floors are accessible by an 
elevator, offering a convenience not 
always available in historic summer 
homes. The living areas are filled 
with light thanks to many windows 
and nine-foot ceilings. Six-inch 
premium white oak flooring with 
knots are featured throughout the 
home. 

The foyer doors lead into the 
living room and a formal dining 
room beyond that. 

The kitchen is a real showstopper. 
A blue La Cornue range and 
matching hood may be the piéce 
de résistance, but there is plenty 
else to marvel at between the 
marble countertops and center 
island, marble backsplash and the 
luxurious butler pantry around the 
corner. But, if cooking al fresco is 
what you want in the summer, there 
is also a full outdoor kitchen. 

The six-bedroom home has six 
full bathrooms and two half baths. 
The second floor houses three 
bedrooms, including the master 
suite. And what a suite it is with a 
western-facing porch, gas fireplace, 
two water closets, oversized walk-in 
closet and a private sitting room. 

Meanwhile on the second and 
third floors there are numerous 
bonus rooms that can be converted

into a home office or playroom. 
Speakers and a Lutron lighting 
system are integrated throughout 
the house. 

A lower level was added by lifting 
the house in order to add space for 
extra amenities. There is a state-of- 
the-art theater with soundproofing, 
a projector and five custom-made 
couches. There is also an oversized 
wine cellar that has a 30-inch Sub- 
Zero wine refrigerator and sink, and 
a gym with a 75-inch television 
and mirrors. Lastly, there is a full 
bathroom and a sun-filled bedroom 
that has a walkout space with 
French doors. 

Out back, you will find a heated 
36-foot-by-19-foot gunite pool 
with a retractable pool cover and 
a 520-square-foot pool house with 
a wood-burning fireplace, mini 
kitchen and a full bathroom. 

The property also holds a 
separate two-car garage, where 
there are solar panels installed on 
the roof. 

While the current owner 
declined to be interviewed, it is 
clear they deserve kudos for good 
stewardship. 

“The house unifies and respects 
the history of ‘time and place’ of 
the original work,” AIA Peconic said. 
“Tt also has its place in the present, 
with the incorporation of current 
building technology. This historic 
home will remain part of the 
community’s historic heritage for 
many future generations.”

hen this distinctive mid- 

century modern home was 
built in 1966, “it was such a novelty,” 
Penelope Moore of Saunders & 
Associates says, “that the kids on 
Shelter Island would bike by just to 
see the star-shaped house in Cricket 
Hollow.” 

The “constellation house,” as it is

known, was the first mid-century 
modern in this area of the island. It 
is not just the shape of the home 
that makes it unique, but the way the 
home is set on the 1.1-acre parcel. 
Susanne Lavarello, who has owned 
the home at 5 Heritage Drive since 
1996 and has put it on the market 
for $1.495 million, says the house 


is more about nature than the 
structure itself. 

“Tt’s ahome that I feel integrates 
into the landscape instead of 
dominating it,” she says. “It’s a house 
that brings the outdoors in.” 

The glass features and many 
windows draw in the sounds of 
nature. Lavarello describes “the 


sounds of the waterfall, the birds 
and the rain falling on the roof” and 
how even from within the house she 
doesn’t miss the short window to 
watch an iris plant that blooms for 
just one day. 

“T can lay there in bed and I can 
watch this thing open up. Quite 
incredible,” she says. 


Stairs lead down from the circular 
driveway to a deck that wraps 
around the house and overlooks the 
wooded property, though it is within 
close proximity to water, such as 
Wades Beach, Fresh Pond and the 
South Ferry. 

Renovated in 2019, the home is 
now 1,997 square feet with three 
bedrooms and two baths. 

There are two pavilions, the first 
just inside the front entry, which 
serves as a lounge area. Glass doors 
lead to the deck, and eyebrow 
windows allow for a view to an 
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expansive canopy of trees. 

“Tt’s a house that you don’t get 
bored in. It’s not that square room 
with square room with square room,” 
says Lavarello. 

“Each room has its own personality 
so to speak,” she continues. Even 
still, “The whole house feels together 
under one roof. Because of the shape 
of the roof, it also has a very unique 
sound especially in the rain.” 

Next to the recently updated 
kitchen with granite counters, a 
center island with seating and 
exposed beams, is a dining area with

built-in cabinetry and doors that lead 
to the deck. 

A guest bedroom and full 
bathroom are located just down the 
hall. A staircase leads to a finished 
lower level bedroom and bathroom, 
which is really at-grade. There is 
a separate entrance here to the 
outside, as well as a laundry room. 

Meanwhile, the second pavilion 
offers a unique duplex master 
bedroom, which boasts vaulted 
ceilings and a brick fireplace. A spiral 
staircase leads to the at-grade lower 
level, where there is an office space 


with a second brick fireplace. 
A 200-square-foot patio holds 
a brick fireplace and a new gunite 
pool. It even has an automatic cover. 
“A veritable gardener’s paradise,” 
is just beyond the pool, says 
Moore, where ferns and Japanese 
maples flourish. Lavarello put in the 
mechanical waterfall that trickles 
down the hill close to a pond, 
where there is also a 288-square- 
foot elevated entertainment deck. 
Moore recalls how Lavarello told her 
“for those sitting on the deck, it is 
‘nothing short of ethereal.”

here’s nothing worse than a 

heating breakdown in winter 
than perhaps an AC shutdown in 
August or a water leak at any time. 
The only response that will do 
when these happen is one that is 
immediate. 

John Lotito, owner of Montauk 
Plumbing & Heating, understands 
this and addresses the concern 
when asked to describe his 
company’s business philosophy. 

“Our availability to basically get 
to somebody in an emergency in 
a timely manner is what sets us 
apart,” he begins. 

Hallmarks of the business that he 
purchased in 2017 and has since 
expanded to three locations include 
amassing a staff of longtime career 
professional plumbing and heating 
specialists who, like Lotito, have 
been educated and have worked 
for decades in a career they love. 
Montauk Plumbing’s tradespeople 
are all highly skilled in the traditional 
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craft of plumbing and are fully up- 
to-date on the current technology 
of the industry. 

“We have a massive amount of 
experience,” he says. “Some of the 
guys have been in the plumbing 
and heating field for a really long 
time. There’s an immense amount 
of history here and how the 
company was built up.” 

Lotito sums up this skill level 
among the professional members 
of his 38 employees like this: “Old- 
school quality, backed by new-age 
technology.” 

The adage has served the 
company well. It has grown under 
Lotito’s ownership from two to 
32 trucks and from one location 
in Montauk to having a second in 
Bridgehampton. A third will open 
in Southampton this spring. 

The 56-year-old Montauk resident 
enjoyed a long and successful 
career as a plumbing and heating 
specialist following a formal 


education in the trade. He then 
worked all over New York, first for 
several employers, then running 
a couple of his own firms, before 
buying Montauk Plumbing. Lotito 
joined the previous owner in the 
business in 2015. 


“About six years ago, I was going 


to semi-retire,” Lotito recalls. “I came 
out to Montauk and ended up doing 


a subcontracting job for the original 
owner of Montauk Plumbing. He 


asked me if I wanted to work for 
him, but I said ‘no, that I'd been on 
my own. Then he asked me to be his 
partner, and I accepted a six-month 
offer. One year later, I bought him 
out.” 

“Looking back, I still laugh about 
how my former partner wanted to 
run the company,’ he continues. 
“He says he wanted Montauk 
Plumbing to be a ‘boutique 
plumbing company.’ To me, those 
two words don’t belong in the 
same sentence.” 

While he loves the plumbing 
craft, he is enjoying being an 
owner now and is proud of what 
he has accomplished on the East 
End. 

“We're super-efficient in 
responding to people,’ he says. 
“When I first came out here, 

I heard from builders and 
homeowners when going for 
appointments for estimates that 
they didn’t expect me to show up

because most companies out here 
just don't.” 

It was a matter of trial and error 
and building a good support team, 
he says. The Massapequa native 
was first introduced to the trade at 
age 12. 

“My brother worked for an oil 
burner company and used to take 
me on the truck with him on service 
calls, then I got interested in that 
and took a course in high school,” he 
recalls. 

At the age of 18, Lotito had two 
years of trade school followed by 
full-time plumbing jobs at Nassau 
Hospital (now NYU Langone 
Hospital—Long Island) in Mineola. 
By age 26, he passed his final 
plumbing exam to obtain his 
plumbing license and became a 
member of the plumbing trade 
union. 

Among satisfying career 
highlights, he’s worked on various 
commercial jobs, at restaurants 


and hospitals and 


plumbers at Lotito’s 


large-scale projects in 
schools. 

“In the late ’90s, 
there was a housing 
boom, and I started 
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doing high-end homes 
on the North Shore of 
Long Island,” he says. 
“T opened my own 
business and worked 
throughout Nassau 
County, in Manhattan and Upstate 
New York doing plumbing work.” 

What he loves about the 
plumbing craft is being able to solve 
problems he sees on a regular basis. 
Plumbing and heating is the hardest 
of the trades, according to Lotito, 
because of the complex variables 
that make up the plumbing and 
heating system. He likens it to 
solving a puzzle that is always 
changing. 

There are many different types, 
sizes and materials to consider;

which ones you need depends on 
the job. The skilled plumber knows 
the pipes—PEX, PVC, copper, 
galvanized and the complex set of 
fittings to use with each. 

“One elbow, for example, can have 
up to 10 different materials,” Lotito 
says. “You have to know all of them 
and how to put them together.” 

Old-school plumbing was a 
matter of copper water lines, bell 
and spigot with lead and oakum 
waste pipes and lead wiping. These 
days, it’s mostly PEX water lines 
and PVC waste lines. The seasoned 


Lotito continues. 

“A skilled plumber has 
the expertise to build 
a water, waste and venting system 
in a house, going from architectural 
views on a scaled piece of paper to 
the mechanic's end of it in the field,” 
he adds. 

“He has to make that work in 
accordance with where the lines are 
going to go, the size the lines have 
to be, and it has to be to code with 
certain restrictions and applications 
for safety. It’s a lot, but we make 
sure to use our knowledge quickly 
and effectively so our customers 
can rest easy.”

oah’s opened its doors in the 

heart of the seafaring town 
of Greenport in January 2010. Ex- 
ecutive Chef Noah Schwartz and his 
wife, Wine Director Sunita Schwartz, 
opened the new American restaurant 
with a focus on seafood-inspired small 
plates using locally sourced ingredi- 
ents whenever possible. 

A native Long Islander, Schwartz 
graduated from New England Culi- 
nary Institute in Vermont and began 
his culinary career on the West Coast. 
He met his wife in 2003, while work- 
ing as a sous chef at The Girl and The 
Fig, a French-inspired restaurant in 
Sonoma, California. Sunita grew-up 
working in her family’s restaurant in 
Nepal and that experience formed 
the foundation for her front-of-house 
knowledge that led her to Sonoma. 

While Schwartz continued to thrive 


as a chef, Sunita began to develop an 
interest in viticulture and oenology 
and left the restaurant for a position at 
Ravenswood Winery where she stud- 
ied under winemaker Joel Peterson. It 
was at this California vineyard where 
the couple later married in 2006. Dur- 
ing this time Noah took a position 
as executive chef at Monty’s in Santa 
Rosa. 

The couple later decided to relocate 
to the North Fork with the intention 
of opening their own restaurant. The 
resulting Noah’s is a restaurant that 
combines the passions of both husband 
and wife. Schwartz was responsible 
for the concept and the menu, while 
Sunita met with local winemakers and 
began cultivating a wine program that 
highlighted wines from the local vine- 
yards, as well as wines from California 
and other international vineyards that 
would pair well with the menu.

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Navigating the Hamptons Season with 


PACE OF MIND THERAPY FOUNDER TRACY NATHANSON

ounded two years ago this month, Pace of Mind 

Therapy offers an innovative approach to thera- 
py, incorporating exercise and nature into each ses- 
sion as founder Tracy Nathanson, LCSW walks and 
talks with clients individually or in groups (prior 
to the pandemic). As the East End readies for what 
will likely be a busy, social Hamptons summer sea- 
son, we spoke to Nathanson about the vital service 
she provides, the benefits of walk and talk therapy 
and how to mentally prepare for our return to a re- 
opened East End. 


What are some popular Hamptons spots 
for Pace of Mind walk and talk sessions? 

The beach walk and talks are very popular, and we 
offer them anywhere from Southampton to Amagan-

sett, any of the beaches. I really try to meet my cli- 
ents at the beach that’s most convenient for them, 
and there’s also this metaphor, “I meet them where 
they are” both literally and physically. I meet them 
where they are at the beach, and I meet them where 
they are in their life.... It’s good exercise, but it’s not 
a competition...we’re walking together, navigating 
their path, their journey on this road together... If 
they don’t want to go to the beach, we'll meet in their 
neighborhood. 


Have you found clients to be generally 
more open and forthcoming in an outdoor 
public setting versus a private office? 

Some clients report that being outdoors and mov- 
ing really helps them feel more open to talking, and 
it can be easier to build that therapist-client rapport 
and that relationship because they feel more com- 


fortable. We’re not facing each other in the office, 
we're walking together side by side, so they feel com- 
fortable like that. 


With therapy, exercise and fresh air prov- 
en to be beneficial to mental/emotional 
wellbeing individually, is the positive effect 
amplified beyond the sum of its parts when 
combined? 

All three of these together [talk therapy, exer- 
cise and being outdoors] improve your self-esteem, 
reduce depression and anxiety, are good for stress 
relief, help with sleep, boost immunity with vitamin 
D. Youre really getting this combination of several 
helpful effects—emotionally, physically, mentally, 
physiologically. We do want to see more research, 
but what we do see does shows the effectiveness of 
all these things together.

What are the biggest concerns your cli- 
ents are sharing regarding the East End re- 
opening? 

The anxiety that I’m seeing post-pandemic is re- 
ally around personal comfort levels of socializing 
with others. There’s a bit more self-awareness and 
self-consciousness about re-entering society and 
navigating that for themselves and for their family 
members—feeling very anxious about exactly what 
it looks like and what those expectations are going 
to be for them personally. And then professionally, a 
lot of it is around scheduling routines, what they’ve 
been comfortable in during the pandemic.... They 
set up their own routines that work for them and 
have been in control of their schedules. Now, they 
don’t know what those schedules are going to look 
like, and there’s a very tentative feeling of ‘How am I 
going to re-integrate? What is that going look like?’ 
So there’s concern around that, and I always talk 


about the safety concern about other people—what 
are other people going to be like? Is it going to be safe 
for me to be around them? 

There are still a lot of unknowns. So they’re deal- 
ing with the anxiety of the unknown...the loss of 


their predictability, their freedom, loss of family 
members, some have had COVID, so they’re navigat- 
ing that, too. 


What advice can you offer those nervous 
about the reopening of society and the up- 
coming Hamptons season? 

The first thing I like to say is that we need to nor- 
malize these feelings. It’s very understandable and 
normal to feel this way. It’s been a year like we’ve 
never had. We’ve been in isolation and haven’t inter- 
acted much with others. We haven’t used that muscle 
a lot, and it’s kind of atrophied a bit. 

The second thing is to identify what exactly about 
the Hamptons season, the upcoming summer, is 
worrying you. Is it a particular person in general, or 
being around a lot of people? I think if you're able 
to take some mental notes and understand what is 
making you feel stressed and anxious. 

The third thing Id say is utilize your coping skills, 
and sometimes we have to develop coping skills to 
deal with this, and they may be different than skills 
that you’ve used before.... I like to use this term a 
lot, especially. when I’m walking with clients, the 
active reframe, because that’s also a metaphor for 
walk and talk therapy. We're reframing things on 
the go, so let’s think about the situation a little dif- 
ferently.... If you start getting stressed out thinking 
about it, do some breathing, do some meditation, go 
out and take a walk, or do a walk and talk session 
with someone. Really try to keep yourself as present 
as you can, because when we worry about the future, 
the anticipatory anxiety can sometimes be greater 
than the actual event that that’s happening—a lot of 
times it is. 

The last thing I will say is that the communica- 
tion is really important. It may be different now 
with your friends and with people, navigating that 
communication around activities and the social sea- 
son—being honest and transparent if you can, being 
an active listener trying to listen to your friends and 
others and get a sense of what they ve been through, 
not being judgmental, and being patient. In terms of 
navigating the Hamptons season, really put some of 
these tools into play when dealing with yourself and 
dealing with others—try to be patient and under- 
stand if someone doesn’t want to do something, talk 
to them about it a little bit, and realize that you're 
not alone and try to validate and support each other 
through this season. If it feels too uncomfortable 
to go to a big party, then that’s fine; you have to be 
where youre at and express that to your friends and 
navigate that. Knowing that you have strategies is 
very important!

While we cherish the freedom of speech, every free- 
dom has its legal limits. Society also enforces social 
limits that denounce racism, bigotry, homophobia and 
antisemitism. If you lace your speech with hatred, you 


emerged popularly dubbed “cancel culture.” Cancel cul- 

ture isn’t just calling out hate speech. It’s what we are 

seeing when people disengage and boycott a person, 

organization or institution for general views with which 

they disagree or find offensive. But worse, this isn’t just 

a reprimanding or holding someone accountable for some- 

thing they say, cancel culture seeks to ruin people’s lives, destroy 

companies, expunge artistic expression and burn down bridges an individual or 
organization might use toward redemption and forgiveness. 

Our institutions and their leadership aren’t always going to get the message 
right. People slip up, say the wrong thing, but they will hopefully use their failure to 
pursue growth. If we demand flawlessness and perfection, we are just asking to be 
let down. We hold people accountable for their words past and present, intentional 
and unintentional, but to expect that people will never say the wrong thing, is a 
standard no one can live up to. 

When the fear of getting canceled hangs over the heads of our academics, politi- 
cians and public personalities, we have also curtailed the kind of open and hon- 
est conversation that generates thoughtful commentary and novel ideas. Cancel 
culture is not an expression of freedom of speech; it’s an assault upon rigorous 
dialogue. In his book Morality: Restoring the Common Good in Divided Times, 
Rabbi Jonathan Sacks writes: “We need direct encounters with other human be- 
ings. We have to be in their presence, open to their otherness, alert to their hopes 
and fears, engaged in the minuet of conversation, the delicate back-and-forth of 
speaking and listening.” 

Dissent should pave avenues of engagement. Cultures that value freedom ensure 
that even contrarian voices are listened to and respected.

Words are powerful. This is true on a vari- 
ety of levels. Everyone remembers, with vivid 


the bone, or made us blush. Age-old adages 


said, “False words are not only evil in them- 
selves, but they infect the soul with evil.” And 
we all know the old cliché, “The pen is mightier 

than the sword.” A close reading of Genesis reveals that 
God’s Word is the active agent in creation. “God said, ‘Let there 
be light, and there was light.” There is power in the word. 

As Americans, the first amendment grants us extraordinary 
power. Each of us is guaranteed the right to wield the power 
of the word. Lately, we have seen an alarming abuse of this 
profound power. In an age that has been referred to as “post- 
truth,” and in which absurdities are routinely posted to social 
media and then repeated on mass media (sometimes even by 
those entrusted with civic authority and service), the misuse 
of this power sews division and instability. 

What then can be the counterbalance to free speech? In 
Marvel’s Spider-Man, Peter Parker’s Uncle Ben admonishes 
the fledgling superhero, and us, that, “With great power, comes 
great responsibility.” This phrase dates to the French revolu- 
tion and was re-articulated by Winston Churchill. In the New 
Testament, St. James warns that the tongue is like the rudder 
of great ship, a tiny instrument determining the course of huge 
vessel. Freedom of speech is a bedrock of American Freedom 
but divorced from responsibility to the truth or wielded with 
malice, it can be one of the most destructive forces. And so, we 
must always tether our words the truth and to love...and we 
should expect no less from our leaders.

Florist and Event Stylist 


Mark Masone

M other’s Day is around the corner 
and we know what that means: 
It’s flower time. 

But if you’re looking for carnations 
or mums, don’t call Mark Masone, 
a Southampton-based florist, event 
stylist, and owner of Designs by Mark 
Masone. a 

“I’m not your run of the mill florist,” 
says Masone, who has been creating 
floral arrangements for single deliv- 
ery and styling for special occasions 
for more than 30 years. His celebrity 
clientele includes Jennifer Lopez, Tory 
Burch, Debra Messing, Jane Fonda, 
Jill Zarin and Teresa Giudice. 

“I don’t use carnations or daisies 
unless someone asks for it — I don’t 
even buy them,” he says “Carnation 
is known as a cheap flower, seen at 
funerals, like mums. What’s funny is, 
they last forever as opposed to other 
flowers.” 

Roses. Hydrangeas. Sunflowers. Pe- 
onies. Ranunculus. Hyacinths. These 
are the flowers Masone says are most 
in demand. 

“It’s always been about flowers, for 
me,” says Masone. “I guess that’s my 
passion and my talent. I can make ar- 
rangements very quickly for people, 
and I love to bring a little bit of life 
from the outdoors. I love the colors.” 

Masone prides himself on being 
hands-on and says he “over- 
sees everything,” catering 
to clients from West- 
hampton to Montauk 
as well as in New York 
City, the West Coast 
and London. 

“I think what my cli- 
ents love is that I am the 
one who answers your phone, 

I’m the one making your arrange- 
ment and possibly the one delivering 
your arrangement,” he says. His phone 
is on 24/7. 

“My father, who ran a construction 
business for 60 years, taught me it’s 
never too late or too early to answer 
the phone,” he says. “I built relation-

ships from the last 12 months 
just from COVID because cus- 
tomers like that feeling of con- 
necting, and dealing with me 
directly.” 

He started in the flower busi- 
ness at the age 14—an after- 
school job sweeping floors at a 
local flower shop in Oceanside, 
near Island Park, where he grew 
up, he says. By age 16, he “was 
managing and running the shop 
while the owners were on vaca- 
tion.” At 18, he opened his first 
store in Oceanside, and for the 
next 25 years ran and developed 
his business there. Then Hurri- 
cane Sandy hit in 2012. 

“I had been coming out to 
the Hamptons because my 
family had a house here, and I 
had been commuting back and 
forth, bringing business out 
here,” he says. “After Hurricane 
Sandy, I decided to stay out east 
full time.” 

Masone moved to Southamp- 
ton with his then-wife and two 
children. It was a decision that 
would impact not only his busi- 
ness, but his personal life. 

“I knew I was gay as a young 
child but for 20 years I had to suppress 
it,” he says. “I came from a very strict, 
powerful, Italian family, and it wasn’t 
accepted. It was something I had to 
suppress for so long because of 
my family.” 

Eight years ago, after 
13 years of marriage, 
Masone came out to his 
then wife. He was 38. 

“Tt was bad, then it 
was good, then bad, then 
it just went to good,” he re- 

calls. “I made sure at a certain 
point to tell my kids. At the time my 
daughter was 8, my son was 4. I want- 
ed them to hear it from me, not from 
someone in town.” 

Today Masone, 45, lives in the same 
house with his ex-wife, and their kids, 
now 15 and 8. His ex-wife has a boy- 
friend and Masone has dated men. At 


one point he had a three-year relation- 
ship, and his kids knew him. 

“Tm a family unit,” he says. “I like 
that everyone gets along. My kids ob- 
viously are most important.” 

But coming out was not always a bed 
of roses. 

“That’s when all the sickness hap- 
pened,” says Masone. “I went through 
such a major life change. I developed 
myocarditis of the heart, and ulcer- 
ative colitis.” 

The experience 
changed him. 

“TJ don’t think anyone should ever 
live their life as a lie,” says Masone. 
“Number one, it’s not healthy. Number 
two, you have a right to be who you are 
and what you are. Not only did my own 
family not accept me being gay, but 
my friends and the whole community 
where I grew up... At least out here I’m

in a community that accepts it.” 

In terms of acceptance, Masone has 
had to face some hard realities. 

“I don’t have a close relationship 
with my family now,” he says “It is 
what it is...but I wouldn't have met 
the people I met if I hadn’t come out 
here. I wouldn’t have come out...it’s 
just sad that there are so many people 
out there going through what I went 
through. Unfortunately, some straight 
people don’t understand it, because 
they are not in it, and they think it’s 
a choice. And that’s something that 
bothers me—because it’s not a choice.” 

These days Masone chooses to be 
happy. 

“I have my own family and I 
wouldn't change anything right now 
for the world,” he says. “I love who I 
am, my friends love me for who I am. I 
don’t need the negativity. I’m here for

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who knows how long, and I want to enjoy it. 
I want to be around happy people.” 

Since coming out, Masone has supported 
local LGBTQ causes, in addition to many 
other charities, including the American 
Heart Association, the South Fork Natural 
History Museum and the Edie Windsor 
Center. 

“I love living out here,” he says. “I love 
the people, the connection, the openness, 
the nature, the trees, the beach. It’s that 
small-town community and I can relate to 
that.” 

If there is one thing Masone has learned, 
it is to live with uncertainty and change. 

“When I moved here, I had to start over 
and reinvent myself,” says Masone, After 
five years of running a store on Jagger Lane 
in Southampton, he decided he “didn’t 
want to do retail anymore” and switched to 
a studio. 

_ “J found a new balance,” he says. “I can 
cater more to my customers, and I don’t 
have to deal with walk-ins, so it’s basically 
phone and internet now.” 

And like every business owner, Masone 
has had to pivot during COVID and adapt. 

“It’s more crowded, no doubt, but it not 
terrible,” he says. “For me, my business 


- actually increased because of COVID be- 


cause so many more people are out here.” 

Masone says he’s riding out the pandem- 
ic by doing “a lot of private dinner parties, 
delivering a lot of weekly flowers, some 
for celebrities, and creating “beautiful en- 
trance pieces that change weekly.” His on- 
line store, where he offers flowers, gourmet 
chocolates and his favorite flower, orchids, 
has “become a big part of his business.” 

As with so many events and COVID 
this summer, it is still a wait-and-see. On 
Mother’s Day this year, he has a wedding 
at the Bridgehampton Bath and Tennis, for 
110 people. © 

“I’ve never had to do an event the way 
I’m about to do it in May,” says Masone. 
“Table number one can’t dance with peo- 
ple from table number two... There are so 
many rules, and they have to be followed.” 

But despite the challenges, Masone 
remains hopeful. 

“I love when things come to life at an 
event,” he says. “It’s so gratifying, when the 
candles are lit, to see everyone walk in and 
say oooh and ahh. It’s just amazing, as is 
the relationship that grows with the client.” 

And the flowers? “The flowers speak for 
themselves,” says Masone, smiling. “They 
bring joy and happiness.”

pring is here! With COVID-19 not 

quite in the rearview mirror, you'll 
be spending lots of time at home,and a 
spruced-up landscape will work won- 
ders to rejuvenate your spirit. 

As we once again begin to welcome 
friends and family into our homes, 
a relaxed yet safely distanced al fresco 
setting is the perfect place for enter- 
taining. 

This spring, you'll want to maxi- 
mize your space, which can best be 
achieved outdoors, where you can 
push out the boundaries, advises Ken 
Muellers, senior landscape designer 
for Hicks Nurseries in Westbury. 


A FLEXIBLE DESIGN 


These days, a flexible outdoor de- 
sign is key. 

A patio can have both an intimate 
bistro table for two and sprawling 
conversation areas for people to 
spread out as needed, with spillover 
seating on the grass. 

“If you have flat lawn area, there’s 


scape of Mo 


no reason the party can’t extend onto 


the lawn area,” Muellers says. 

Portable potted plants, which can 
follow the sun as it shifts through 
the seasons, are another great way to 
achieve a flexible landscape. 

“If you need more space, you can 
take them off the deck and put them 
somewhere else in the yard,” Muellers 
says. “If you want it to look beautiful, 
put them close to the house where you 
can see them.” 


ADDITION BY SUBTRACTION 


In many established landscapes, 
patios and decks have been penned 
in by shrubs that cut people off from 
their yards and limit their space. 

“Sometimes removing hedges or 
pruning hedges to open up views and 
open up pathways and space can be 
an asset,” says Muellers. 

Overgrown yews and Japanese 
holly (Ilex crenata), for example, can 
benefit from an extreme spring prun- 
ing. 

Adding steppingstones such as 
bluestone can complement the main 


patio and create a more informal set- 
ting. 

“You gain more space without de- 
tracting from your existing patio or 
deck,” Muellers says. “That’s the key: 
How to add on without it looking like 
an add-on.” 


EXTENDING THE SEASON 


A firepit-gas powered or wood 
burning—has dual functions, serving 
both as a focal point and heat source 
for the backyard. 

“It also works well to extend the 
gathering into the evening a little 
better,” says Muellers. “You have the 
warmth; you have the light from the 
firepit, so that can be a nice element 
in the landscape.” 

To stretch out the season, concen- 
trate on a progression of bloom, with 
plants flowering early in the season, 
throughout the summer and well into 
the fall. 

“That’s done with multiple layers, 
from the canopy of the trees, flow- 
ering trees, flowering shrubs, peren- 
nials, and then supplementing that 


ment 


with annuals and even tropical plants 
in the summer months to give that 
extra pop of color,” Muellers explains. 


PRIVACY, PLEASE 


As you spend more time outdoors, 
youll desire more privacy from 
neighbors who also will be hanging 
out in their yards. 

“Evergreens are a great way to get 
that privacy between homes,” Muel- 
lers says. 

For smaller properties that can’t 
easily accommodate a 20-foot wide 
spruce or pine border, try plants that 
stay more in scale with your property, 
like skip laurels and emerald green 
arborvitae, both of which grow tall 
and narrow and work better in tight 
spaces, notes Muellers. 

To keep noise levels down from 
other properties, add a water feature 
to help dampen the sound. — 

“You kind of counter it by creating 
your own white noise,” Muellers says.

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Shinnecock Chair 


Bryan Polite

ryan Polite is the chairman of the 

Shinnecock Indian Nation and 
one of its young standard bearers in 
the 21st century. With 10,000 years 
of history and heritage driving him to 
move the Shinnecock into the future, 
and some unique life experiences in 
his 38 years of life, Polite may be just 
the right person, at the right time, to 
ensure a brighter tomorrow for the 
nation. 

Polite was born of Shinnecock eth- 
nicity in Huntsville, Alabama, and 
returned to the Shinnecock territory 
as a youth. After attending Southamp- 
ton High School, he attended John Jay 
College, where he secured a Bachelor’s 
of Arts in Criminal Justice. After col- 
lege, he served in law enforcement, 
traveled the world some and attended 
portions of law school. His endeavors 
between then and now, though, were 
done with a purpose. 

“I wanted to bring knowledge that I 
learned in my travels from around the 
world back to Shinnecock,” Polite says. 

After working at his mother’s fam- 
ily business on Montauk Highway, he 
began to get involved in tribal politics, 
when he was elected as the age of 30. 
After a single term as the Council’s 
Trustee Secretary, he was elected 
chairman—among the nation’s young- 
est to ever hold the post. 

With bright ideas, an embrace of the 
Shinnecock heritage, and a commit- 
ment to build foundation for the future 
of the nation, he has become one of the 
well-respected leaders in his commu- 
nity. 


Throughout the past several years, 
Polite has led a more outward-facing 
approach to local affairs for the Shin- 
necock Nation. Prior to his election, 
there was a reluctance from his pre- 
decessors to engage with localities 
and other external entities—especially 
the media—fueled by a deep-seeded 
distrust. 

“Many before me had a distrust for 
the media and those external to the 
nation, rooted in thousands of years of 
what I would call historical trauma,” 
he says. “There were mistruths spread 
about our tribal members, which is 
why there have been significantly 
different strategies to our public ap- 
proach. Though, with the support of 
my predecessors, I have been commit- 
ted to taking hold of our own story and 
ensuring that the narrative about the 
Shinnecock Nation is factually accu- 
rate. More simply put: The truth.” 

Chairman Polite sees himself as the 
one who has been tasked with tak- 
ing the baton from the previous gen- 
eration and passing it forward better. 
As a millennial, born in 1982, Polite 
emphasizes the technological break- 
throughs that have allowed the nation 
to succeed in internal and external 
communication—the same tools that 
have allowed large corporations to ex- 
cel during these uncertain times. 

“Without forgetting the history of 
the nation, I think that we have done a 
great job of embracing technology and 
also extending a connection to those 
tribal members who do not live on our 
territory. We have embraced Zoom, 
email and other contemporary com- 
munications platforms which have

led us to see a boom of interest in our 
affairs.” 

The Shinnecock Nation has two ter- 
ritories in the Town of Southampton, 
one referred to as “the neck,” which 
spans more than 900 acres, and one 
in Hampton Bays, which is about 100 
acres of land. 

Polite’s previous experience, he 
says, has helped the Council of Trust- 
ees, and the nation as a whole, take a 
new role and project a new vision for 
the Shinnecock—one of the many rea- 
sons his insight has been featured on 
national news outlets, most recently 
for a segment on CNBC. 

“My plan was always to return to 
Shinnecock and bring new knowledge 
and world experience to the terri- 


tory, and to share this knowledge in 
a way that benefits the entire nation,” 
says Polite. “I am fortunate to be able 
to work with a whole host of young 
adults that really are inspiring. We all 
learned from our parents’ and grand- 
parents’ generation on what it means 
to be Shinnecock and the enormous 
responsibility of leadership.” 

Chairman Polite has just been re- 
elected to his third, two-year term 
at the post of chairman. As far as we 
are aware, judging by his motiva- 
tion, commitment and dedication, 
his presence will continue to be felt 
at the Shinnecock Nation for years to 
come.
